In 1896 the extent returned under grass was 10,333 52 ' 
in 1897 the amount returned is 10,460,438 acres, bein' an in^' 
of 126,911 acres; the extent returned as fallow in 189fi ! 
18,280 acres, and in 1897, 20,152 acres; the extent under 
and plantations was 307,407 acres in 1896, and 307,891 act 
1897; and the extent returned under “ Turf Bog, Marsh Batw

acres under heans and pease; showing a net decrease of 12 975 
acres in the extent under cereal crops. 

Green cropi. Gh'een Crops. — The acreage under mangel wurzel has deemed 
by 55 acres; cabbage by 3,708 acres; vetches and rape ty 
375 acres. The extent nnder potatoes has decreased by "27,900 
acres ; turnips have increased by 471 acres ; and carrots, parsnips, 
and other green crops have decreased by 747 acres, leaving a net 
decrease of 32,314 acres in the extent under green crops. 

Fhx " Flax. — The acreage under flax in 1896 was 72,253 acres, and 

in 1897 the extent returned under this crop is 45,576 acres, 
being a decrease of 26,677 acres or 36 '9 per cent. 

MdClovci. Id the returns the area under meadow and clover is shown as the 

extent “For Hay only,” subdivided under the headings “Clover, 
sainfoin, and grasses under rotation ” and “ Permanent pasture, 
or grass not broken up in rotation." The extent for hay under 
“ Clover, &c,,” in 1896, was 655,071 acres, and in 1897 it ia 637,206 
acres, being a decrease of 17,865 acres. The area for hay on per- 
manent pasture in 1896 was 1,547,353 acres, and in 1897 it is 
1,539,308 acres, showing a decrease of 8,045 acres. There is, 
therefore, a decrease of 25,910 acres in the total area undei 
meadow and clover.
